SPARKS FROM MARK: 

In this weeks bulletin there is a flyer 
encouraging all of us to attend one of our 
gatherings on "Growing our Youth Ministry" at 
OLBH on January 29 at 7 pm or February 2 for 
coffee and rolls at 9:15 am. 

Pope John Paul II in his address to the young 
people of the world gathered for World Youth 
Day in the Philippines in 1995 challenges the 
whole Church to become traveling companions 
of the young people. 

"What is needed today is a Church which 
knows how to respond to the expectations of 
young people. Jesus wants to enter into a 
dialogue with them and, through his body, 
which is the Church, to propose the possibility 
of a choice, which will require a commitment of 
their lives. As Jesus with the disciples of 
Emmaus, so the Church must become today the 
traveling companions of young people." 

The challenges laid out by the Holy Father has 
been taken up seriously by the Unites States 
Conference of Catholic Bishops in their 
Document "Renewing the Vision A Framework 
For Catholic Youth Ministry" published in the 
Fall of 1997. The Bishops have said there are 
three essential goals in working with and being 
the traveling companions of young people as a 
Church. The three goals are (1) empowering 
young people to live as disciples of Jesus Christ 
in our world today; (2) drawing young people to 
responsible participation in the life, mission and 
work of the faith community; and (3) fostering 
the personal and spiritual growth of each young 
person. 

The Renewing the Vision document offers a 
practical framework for using the gifts and 
talents, and the local resources of the entire faith 


community as a way to reach out to the lives of 
our young people. In a very real sense using the 
parish as the curriculum, meaning that every 
thing that happens in the life of our parish 
community can be an avenue in which we can 
get to the heart of our young people, drawing 
them closer to Christ who always leads them to 
the Father. It is about helping young people to 
make faith - connections to their daily lives, 
seeing their lives lived out through the eyes of 
faith, through Gospel eyes and hearts. 

For example, the 6th grade class recently 
studied about the Sacrament of Baptism in the 
light of the Feast of the Baptism of the Lord 
celebrated on the weekend of January 12th. 
After learning about the Baptism and the Rite 
itself with all the powerful signs and symbols in 
what baptism calls us and leads us to, they made 
baptismal cards to be given out to those who are 
to be baptized and their families. It is a 
wonderful way to connect their own baptism to 
those who will be brought into the Church 
through the waters of Baptism at our parish, 
congratulating them and welcoming them to our 
Catholic Church and parish family.
